LAUSANNE, Dec. 14. — Al- 
though Turkey was concilliatory 
today on the great question of ac- 
cepting some form of supervision 
from without on the gencral 
treatment of the Christian popu- 
lations inhabiting Thrkey, she 
proved adamant in insisting upon 
the deportation from Constanti- 
nople of the supreme patriarch of 
the Greek orthodox church. 

Most Important Isaue 

This is one of the most important is- 
sues of the Lausanne conference. 
Around it surges all the historical and 
religious differences between Christ- 
janity and Mohammedism. As the 
Turke consider Constantinople their 
sacred city, they resent that ite soil 
should @erve as the permanent seat of 
the pontiff of the Greek Christian 
church. 

At the meeting of the sub-committee 
on the exchange of populations this 
afternoon, the allied delegates some- 
what diffidently brought up the ques- 
tion ef the Greck patriarch. Immed- 
jately the Ottoman representative 
arose and insisted that the patriarch 
must go, ebcause he had been mixing 
in politics to the detriment of the Ot- 
toman state. 

The Greek delegate warned the sub- 
committee that Greece would never 
agree to the peportation of the pat- 
arch and would probably refuse to 
eign any treaty wi.ich authorized such 
a step. The meeting was eomewhat 
hastily adjourned.

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The One Source of Help 


‘Tiger’? Clemenceau and Cap- 
tain Muecke—formerly of the 
Emden of unpleasant memory— 
have at last found something on 
which they are agreed. They have 
been telling the people of the 
United States that a large part of 
the population of Europe is fam- 
ine-stricken, Not because the crops 
failed but because they have nei- 
ther money nor credit with which 
to buy the surplus supplies which 
are produced on this continent in 
such prodigious quantities. These 
emissaries from the old world are 
making their plea in the right 
quarter, the only qaarter from 
which help can come. The United 
States has more money and more 
foodstuffs than it knows what to 
do with. Canada has wheat and 
beef to sell, but cannot sell them 
on time. If the hungry in Europe 
are to be fed it will have to be 
done by the financiers of the re- 
public. Unless they are able and 
willing to give credit to bankrupt 
nations overseas, with fair pros- 

t that the debts will never be 
aid, starvation must continue to 
stalk the old lands, and all the rest 
of the world will have to suffer 
the consequences of economic par- 
alysis. More than ever cccurred 
in history before the fate of the 
world hinges on the use that is 
made of the money of one country 
—the United States. It holds a 
position in which opportunity and 
responsibility aresynony mous 
terms. It is written somewhere 
that from those to whom much 
hath been given much will be re- 
quired. 


Unemployment 
The number of unemployed who 
registered at the Government 


bureau in the province last week 
totalled up to 1,672. That is 1,274 
fewer that were on the rolls for the 
corresponding week a year ago. 
Thus far the apprehension that 
more people would be out of work 
this winter than last has not been 
realized. In part that is to be 
tredited to the fact that the muni- 
eipal and provincial authorities 
made plain early in the season that 
they would not dispense relief on 
the same undiscriminating basis as 
a year ago. The cities particularly 
Jaid down the rule that their tax- 
payers would be made responsible 
only for taking care of bona fide 
residents who could not obtain 
work and were without funds, and 
that even of these the unmarried 
men would be expected to shift for 
themselves. Apparently non-resi- 
dents have taken the hint and have 
not flocked into the cities as they 
did in former years, but have hunt- 
ed up whatever jobs they could 
get in the country. All parties 
concerned are to be congratulated 
on that change in the situation, It 
is to be supposed that the civic 
authorities will make note of the 
fact, and will stand pat in future 
years on the principle that a city 
can be held accountable only for 
those of its own people who fall 
into distress. As for the unem- 
ployed now registered, the vast 
majority are undoubtedly people 
who need work and really want tt, 
and are therefore entitled to con- 
sideration they could not possibly 
get if the cities were swarming 
with idlers from outside who were 
looking for free meal tickets on 
the pretense that they were hunt- 
ing jobs.

Information to this effect was con 
tained in correspondence sent from 
Edmonton to the ufices of the prairie 
section of the Canad'an Manvufeetur 
ers’ association in Winnipeg. It wae 
{nttmerted in the correspondence that 
@ reuuont will be made to have similar 
legisiation brought before the fruv- 
e@rnments of Manitoba and Saskatchs- 
wan. It alms to establish regulations 
which will govern the designation of 
Alberta coal, and comen aa a conse 
quence of efforts put forward by the 
Manufacturers to secure certificates 
ef yuality along with shipments of 
coal from Alberta mines 

The firet of these proposed regula 
tions will make i¢ necessary for every 
Operator of coal mines in Alberta to 
have a registered name for hig cou) 
and al] coal! will have to be shipped 
under such registered name, Also 
every operator of a coal mine in the 
province w'll be obliged to etate wn 
invoices and shipping bilis accom 
panying shipments of coal, the name 
of the anal, the mine and the location 
of the mine it is shipped from, %+ 
size and grede of the coal, its weit, 
also the date of shipp'ng and the 
destination of the shipment, 

Further, 1¢ is proposed to makes ‘t 
compulsory for mine aperetors *o 
have displayed on the doora of the 
coe!) cars, Cards contaiing infort ee 
tlon corresponding vw io that ahoe 
set outin the invoices and shipping 
bills, The regulations relating to 
weight, grade and registered name 
will ulao apply to al! dealers, whole 
aale or retail, selling cos! within the 
province of Alberta. In that way not 
only the menufacturers will benefit 
hy the protection and have recourse 
under ithe proposed certificate of 
quality, but every buyer of the coal 
will likewise benefit. 

Dealers wi!) also be compelled to 
keep a record of the amount of coal 
sold from each mine and all coal #d- 
vertised and sold shall be advertised 
and sold under ite registered name. 

Another of the proposed regule- 
tlons provides for the province ap- 
pointing inepectors to examine at a'! 
mines in the province and elsewhere, 
all coa! produced for aale. These 
inspectors at the point of shipmen: 
shal! stamp on the face of al! docu: 
ments covering the various shipmen's 
hig opinion regarding the amount of 
slack, or other impurities co...ained 
in the coal The inspectors shal! also 
have power to inspect coal whether 
or not it is in the possession of the 
wholesale or retail dealers, or the 
consumer, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the coa! conforms 
with the {information contained in the 
shipper's bill.
